BACK 


Using No 12 needles, cast on 

126 132 140 146 154 160 sts 

and work 2 ins in k 1, p 1 rib. 

Change to No 10 needles and cont in 
stst until w-ork measures 

14 14 14 14£ 1^4 144 ins 

or length required, ending with a p row. 


Shape Raglan Armholes: 

Cast off 4 4 6 6 6 6 sts 

at beg of next 2 rows, then cont as foil:— 

1st row: K 2, si 1, k 1, psso, k until 4 
sts rem, k 2 tog, k 2. 

2nd row: P. 

Cont to rep these 2 rows until 

38 40 40 42 44 46 sts 

rem. Leave these sts on a spare needle 
until required. 


IMPORTANT . . . 

To obtain a perfect reproduction of the garments illustrated in this book you MUST read and 
follow the instructions laid down in the paragraphs headed Tension and Materials. These in¬ 
structions are the work of an expert knitter and if followed carefully satisfactory results cannot 
fail to be achieved. 

This paragraph is most important—read it carefully before commencing your garment. You have 
obtained the correct fontana wool, you have obtained the correct needles but to obtain the 
correct measurements it is essential that you work to the tension stated. The rule on the 
back page is for your convenience and guidance. Please use it. We suggest you work a small 
sample in this stitch before commencing the garment, then place the rule across it and see if 
your tension corresponds. If you are unable to obtain the correct tension proceed as follows: 
If you have less stitches than the number stated use a finer needle. If you have more stitches 
than the number stated use a coarser needle. 
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Button to Neck Cardigan in 4-ply. 


LEFT FRONT 


Using No 12 needles, cast on 

62 64 68 72 76 78 sts 
and work 2 ins in k 1, p 1 rib. 

Change to No 10 needles and coni in 
stst until work measures same as for 
back to armholes, ending with a p row. 

Shape Raglan Armhole: 

Cast off 4 4 6 6 6 6 sts 

at beg of next row, k to end. 

Next row: P. 

Next row: K 2, si 1, k 1, psso, k to end. 

Cont to rep the last 2 rows until 

28 27 27 29 30 30 sts 

rem. ending with a right side row. 

Shape Neck: 

Cast off 6 6 6 8 9 9 sts 

at beg of next row, p to end. 

Still dec at armhole edge on every k 
row as before, dec 1 st at neck edge on 
every row until 

7 6 6 6 6 6 sts 

rem. Now cont to dec at armhole edge 
only until 2 sts rem. Work 2 tog and 
fasten off. 


RIGHT FRONT 


Work as given for left front until work 
measures same as for back to armholes, 
but ending with a k row. 

Shape Raglan Armhole: 

Cast off 4 4 6 6 6 6 sts 

at beg of next row, p to end. 

Next row: K until 4 sts rem. k 2 tog, 
k 2. 

Next row: P. 

Cont to rep these last 2 rows until 


28 27 27 29 30 30 sts 

rem, ending with a p row. 

Shape Neck: 

Cast off 6 6 6 8 9 9 sts 

at beg of next row. k until 4 sts rem, k 2 
tog, k 2. 

Still dec at armhole edge as before, dec 
1 st at neck edge on every row until 

6 5 5 5 5 5 sts 

rem. Now cont to dec at armhole edge 
only until 2 sts rem. Work 2 tog and 
fasten off. 


SLEEVES 


(both alike). Using No 12 needles, cast 
on 60 64 68 72 78 82 sts 

and work 2* ins in k 1, p 1 rib. 

Change to No 10 needles and cont in 
stst, inc I st at both ends of the 3rd and 
every foil 6th row until there are 

96 100 108 112 118 122 sts 
on the needle. Cont without further 
shaping until sleeve measures 

17 17 17 17* 17* 17* ins 
or length required, ending with a p row. 
Shape Top: 

Work exactly as given for shaping rag- 
lan armholes on the back until 8 sts rem. 
Leave these sts on a spare needle until 
required. 


MAKE UP 


Sew raglan sleeves neatly into armholes. 


NECK BAND 


With rsf and using No 12 needles, com¬ 
mence at right front neck and pick up 
and k 22 22 22 24 25 25 sts 
around neck to the 8 sts on spare needle 
at right sleeve top. K across these 8 sts 
then k across 

38 40 40 42 44 46 sts 

on spare needle at back neck. Now k 
across the 8 sts on rem sleeve top, then 
pick up and k 

22 22 22 24 25 25 sts 

around left front neck. Work 2* ins 

in k 1, p 1 rib on these sts. Cast off loose¬ 
ly in rib. Fold neck band in half on to 
wrong side and stitch down neatly around 
inside neck edge. 


FRONT BANDS 


(Left front). Using No 12 needles, cast 
on 12 sts and work in k 1, p 1 rib until 
border is long enough to fit along left 
front edge. Cast off and sew border neat¬ 
ly to left front edge. 

(Right front). First mark the position 
of 9 buttons on the left front border with 
pins. Arrange these so that the first one 
comes * inch from lower edge and the last 
one * inch from the top. The rest to

Shape Front Slope: 

Still dec at armhole edge as before, 
dec 1 st at front edge on the next and 
every foil 4th row until

rem. Now cont to dec at armhole edge

tog and fasten off. 


RIGHT FRONT 


Work as given for left front until work 
measures same as for back to armholes, 
ending with a k row. 

Shape Raglan Armhole: 

Cast off 4 4 6 6 6 6 sts 

at beg of next row, p to end. 

Next row: K until 4 sts rem, k 2 tog, 
k 2. 

Next row: P. 

Cont to rep these 2 rows until 

49 54 54 58 60 62 sts 

rem, ending with a p row. 

Shape front slope and complete as 
given for left front reversing all shapings.

Work the right front border as given for 
the left front border, making buttonholes 
to correspond with pins thus:—Rib 5, 
cast off 3, rib to end.

V NECK CARDIGAN 


BACK and SLEEVES 


Work the back and sleeves as given 
for the Button to Neck Cardigan BUT 
casting off the sts at back neck and sleeve 
tops. 


LEFT FRONT 


Using No 12 needles, cast on 

62 64 68 72 76 78 sts 
and work 2 ins in k 1, p 1 rib. 

Change to No 10 needles and cont in 
stst until work measures same as for 
back to armholes, ending with a p row. 

Shape Raglan Armhole: 

Cast off 4 4 6 6 6 6 sts 

at beg of next row, k to end. 

Next row: P. 

Next row: K 2, si 1, k 1, psso, k to 
end. 

Cont to rep the last 2 rows until 

49 54 54 58 60 62 sts 

rem, ending with a p row.

MAKE UP 


Press work with a warm iron over a 
damp cloth, avoiding ribbings. Sew rag- 
lan sleeves neatly into armholes. Join 
side and sleeve seams. 



Mark the position of 6 buttons on the 
left front edge with pins. Arrange 
these so that the first one comes 1 inch 
from lower edge and the last one just 
before front slope shaping. The rest to 
come at evenly spaced intervals between. 
Using No 12 needles, cast on 12 sts and 
work in k 1, p 1 rib, making buttonholes 
to correspond with pins thus:—Rib 5, 
cast off 3, rib to end. On the foil row 
cast on 3 sts to replace those cast off. 
Cont until the buttonholes have been 
completed and border is long enough 
(slightly stretched) to fit all around front 
and back neck edges. Cast off. Join bor¬ 
der very neatly to garment (buttonhole 
portion to right side). Press all seams. 
Sew on buttons. 


CREW NECK JERSEY 


BACK 


Using No 12 needles, cast on 

124 130 138 144 152 158 sts 
and work 2 ins in k 1, p 1 rib. 

Change to No 10 needles and cont in 
stst until work measures 

131 131 131 14 14 14 ins 

or length required, ending with a p row. 
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58 62 66 70 76 80 sts 

and work 2\ ins in k 1, p 1 rib. 

Change to No 10 needles and cont in 
stst, inc 1 st at both ends of the 3rd and 
every foil 6th row until there are 

94 98 106 112 118 122 sts 
on the needle. Cont without further shap¬ 
ing until sleeve measures 

17 17 17 17i 17£ 17‘- ins 
or length required, ending with a p row. 
Shape Top: 

Work as given for shaping raglan arm¬ 
holes on the back until 8 sts rem. Leave 
these sts on a safety pin until required. 

(Short). Using No 12 needles, cast on 
88 92 100 106 112 116 sts 
and work in k 1, p 1 rib for 1 inch. 

Change to No 10 needles and cont in 
stst, inc l st at both ends of the 3rd and 
every foil 6th row until there are 

94 98 106 112 118 122 sts 
on the needle. Cont without further shap¬ 
ing until sleeve measures 

4 4 4 4i 4} 4* ins 

ending with a p row. 

Shape Top: 

Work exactly as given for shaping top 
of long sleeves. 


Sew raglan sleeves neatly into arm 
holes, leaving left back seam open. 


Using No 12 needles and with rsf, 
commence at left sleeve top and k across 
these 8 sts. Now pick up and k 19 sts

NECK BAND 


MAKE UP 


Crew Neck Jersey in 4-ply with 
long or short sleeves. 

Shape Raglan Armholes: 

Cast off 4 4 5 6 6 6 sts 

at beg of next 2 rows, then com as foil:- 
1st row: K 2, si 1, k 1, psso, k until 4 
sts rem, k 2 tog, k 2. 

2nd row: P. 

Cont to rep these 2 rows until 

38 40 40 40 42 44 sts 

rem. Leave these sts on a spare needle 
until required. 


FRONT 


Work exactly as given for the back 

until 58 60 60 60 62 64 sts 

rem, ending with a p row. 

Shape for Neck: 

Next row; K 2, si 1, k 1, psso, k 16 sts, 
turn and cont on these sts, leaving rem 
sts on a spare needle until required. 

Still dec at armhole edge on every k 
row as before, dec 1 st at neck edge on 
every row until 7 sts rem. Now coni to 
dec at armhole edge only until 2 sts rem. 
Work 2 tog and fasten off. 

With rsf, return to rem sts and si the 
centre 18 20 20 20 22 24 sts 

on to a stitch holder and leave until 
required. 

Rejoin wool at neck edge to rem sts 
and k until 4 sts rem, k 2 tog, k 2. Now 
still dec at armhole edge on every k row 
as before, shape neck by dec 1 st at this 
edge on every row until 7 sts rem. Now 
cont to dec at armhole edge only until 
2 sts rem. Work 2 tog and fasten off.

(Long): (both alike). Using No 12 nee¬ 
dles, cast on

Fold neck band in half on to 
wrong side and stitch down neatly around 
inside neck. 



(Left front). Using No 10 needles, cast 
on 12 sts and work in k 1, p 1 rib until 
border is long enough to fit up left 
front edge to neck. Cast off. Join border 
very neatly to left front edge. 

(Right front). First mark the position 
of 9 buttons on the left front border with 
pins. Arrange these so that the first one 
comes * inch from lower edge and the 
last one * inch from neck edge. The rest 
to come at evenly spaced intervals be¬ 
tween. Work the right front border as 
given for left front making buttonholes 
to correspond with pins thus:—Rib 5, 
cast off 2, rib to end. On the foil row, 
cast on 2 sts to replace those cast off. 
Join border very neatly to right front 
edge. Press seams. Sew on buttons.

Cast off 2 sts at beg of next 2 rows,

on to a stitch holder and leave until re¬ 
quired. Rejoin wool to rem sts and k 
until 4 sts rem, k 2 tog, k 2. 

Still shaping at armhole edge as before, 
dec 1 st at neck edge on every row until 
6 sts rem. Now cont shaping at armhole 
edge only until 2 sts rem. Work 2 tog 
and fasten off.

Cont without shaping un¬ 
til sleeve measures

or length required, ending with a p row.

Work exactly as given for shaping rag- 
lan armholes on the back until 6 sts rem.
